This month’s cover takes the form of 
a most coveted prize at a recent rifle 
match. It’s history unfolds here. 

During the days of Super Shoot III Dr. 
Louis Palmisano experienced good 
shooting and managed to earn first 
place in the 100 yard Heavy Varmint 
event. Not being particularly impressed 
with the monetary reward, but wishing 
to do something special for the sport of 
benchrest shooting, the good doctor 
decided to put his money back into 
some sort of prize for a rifle match. 

Casting about for a likely spot he set- 
tled on his New Jersey fellows and 
donated the trophy for the New Jersey 
State Championship which was held on 
the Englishtown range on September 6, 
1975. 

The search for a proper dedication 
required a bit more effort but before too 
long the distinction was placed on Mr. 
L. E. (Sam) Wilson, of Cashmere, 
Washington and Mr. Roy Vail, of War- 
wick, N.Y. 

Both men are active shooters with 
Mr. Wilson being associated with top- 
notch loading tools and shooting ac- 
cessories. Mr. Vail is better known in 
the collecting, hunting, stockmaking 
and engraving line. We think the 
dedication was quite fitting and should 
properly honor two fine shooters for a 
long time to come. 

The trophy was to be presented to 
the Two Gun Aggregate winner of the 
State Championship. It was known as 
the Vail-Wilson Cup and stood resplen- 
dant in glittering silver, gold and walnut 
for all to admire and exert their best ef- 
forts for as the day wore on. 

Standing quite tall, it reflected the 
work of the trophy maker to a high level 
and carried several plated Wilson dies 
and an engraved floorplate by Mr. Vail. 
The fact that some of the work of each 
man honored was present contributed 
to the overall beauty of the trophy. It 
was truly a sight to behold. 

Having talked with Dr. Palmisano 
from time to time for many months prior 
to the completion of the trophy, we can 
assure you that there were many hours 
of time and much effort exerted in the 
organization and preparation of this 
trophy. It is our belief that the evolution 
of this trophy reflects the true devotion 
of a relatively new shooter as he ex- 
presses his thanks to a sport with 
which he thoroughly relates and deeply 
enjoys. 
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Lou would quickly disclaim any 
negative reactions to his motives for 
producing this masterpiece and im- 
mediately indicate that appreciation is 
his only aim. 

Searching for a shooting outlet when 
a back problem forced a close to a hun- 
ting career, Lou discovered benchrest 
shooting and began to participate. 
Such was his enjoyment of this that his 
success only spurred him onward till he 
was shooting at a winning level in his 
first season. 

Having ‘‘found-a-home’’ of sorts, he 
became involved and fast became a 
common figure at the matches. Ever 
quick to recognize and appreciate, our 
friend the doctor was overtaken with a 
desire to do something in expression of 
this appreciation and he found his 
outlet in the Vail-Wilson Cup. 

We, at Precision Shooting, think that 
this effort and its acceptance by the 
shooters will do much to promote the 
sport of benchrest shooting. Anything 
that takes that route is simply good, no 
matter where it originates, and should 
be honored as such. 

It is with that deep respect for a good 
job well done that we put this trophy on 
the cover for all to see and appreciate.

Top 
quality and good price rate high while 
too high a price or shabby work- 
manship get almost no grade at all.

| feel that the situation is such that we 
all have to look carefully before we 
spend our money. 

A similar situation was brought to 
mind during the energy crisis this past 
year. A local electric company official 
was giving a presentation and he made 
the following statement: ‘“‘We admit that 
we have been gouging you for a long 
time. Now we are broke too. Can you 
help us now that the pressure is on?” 

Why allow someone to gouge us 
repeatedly and still remain in our favor?

At the moment the future of civilian 
marksmanship training is at stake. If 
you are interested in maintaining the 
role of junior rifle clubs and other 
shooting instruction activities read on. 

The House of Representatives has 
voted to strip the entire allocation for 
the National Board for the Promotion of 
Rifle Practice (NBPRP). This would ef- 
fectively stop the DCM aid to junior rifle 
clubs, recall all the rifles out on lease, 
and close many shooting facilities that 
depend on these rifles to operate. My 
own junior rifle club would be in deep 
trouble if this were to take place. 

To save this from happening contact 
your state Senator immediately and 
request that he vote against this when 
the matter reaches a voting stage. Only 
by your quick action can we do enough 
in Washington to halt this action and 
put the funds back into a much needed 
program. 

If this is not stopped it will make 
America the only major power that does 
not have some form of civilian 
marksmanship training program. In this 
troubled time | don’t think we can af- 


ford to take that risk. Write now!

Basic Manual of 
Small Arms Now in 
Paperback Edition 


Since it was first published in 1945, 
Small Arms of the World (A & W Visual 
Library, $9.95) has been through ten 
revisions to keep it the most up-to-date 
and accurate commercially published 
gun book. 

Small Arms was originally written by 
Walter Harold Bingham-Black Smith, a 
legendary and controversial figure in 
the world of guns, who came to 
prominence during World War II and 
who died, suddenly and a bit mys- 
teriously, in 1959. Since then, the 
book has been up-dated five times by 
Joseph E. Smith, not a relative but a 
man who has been called ‘‘as close to 
being a duplicate as anyone.” Smith 
also served in World War II and, in ad- 
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dition to being a firearms consultant, is 
currently chief of Weapons Systems for 
the U.S. Army. 

Small Arms discusses the origins of 
gunpowder and firearms and the 
evolution of firearms before going on to 
describe different types of guns, sub- 
machine guns and military weapons. 
The second part of the book is a listing 
and description, fully illustrated with 
photos, of the guns and ammunition of 
43 countries. Each listing is thoroughly 
up-to-date and based on new data and 
modifications. There is also a section of 


the small arms of the German Third 
Reich used during World War II and the 
Imperial Japanese World War II 
weapons. 

For this 10th revised edition, there 
has been added a section on sporting 
guns.

RANDOM ACCURACY THOUGHTS 


Thank you for your reply concerning 
my questions on the .225 and 6MM 
Rem. As is usually the case, however, 
the answers prompted more questions. 
| hope you can find time to answer 
some of mine. 

1) If large cases, such as the 6MM 
Rem., can be affected more by at- 
mospheric conditions than small ones, 
why is the .308 so successful in BR 
shooting, and what conditions are 
these that are supposed to affect these 
cartridges? My HB rifle has shot several

10 shot strings in the threes, and my 
sporter .308 shot a .3626 agg. at the 
Nationals this year (100 yds.). Also, 
my HV .308 shoots one’s and two’s 
when | do my part so there must be 
more to why the 6MM is not used than 
simply large case volume. 

Atmospheric conditions would be 
primarily: 1) barometric pressure, 2) 
related humidity, 3) temperature and 
consequently 4) density. How much of a 
factor are these components and how 
do you relate these to variability in con- 
sistent accuracy performance? 

2) You stated that the .225 Win. is not 
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and accuracy. 
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Only $44.95 Add $1.00 Shipping 
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a competitive cartridge because of a 
lack of adequate large rifle primers. 
You also stated that the Wasp was a 
consistent accuracy performer when 
the Win. 120 primer was available. Why 
is this so and what do you mean by 
adequate primers? The match winning 


difference between small and large 
primers has yet to be established, at 
least as far as the 6MM is concerned. In 
fact, P.J. Hart’s efforts at the 2-300 yd. 
1.B.S. Match at Stittsville with his new 
6MM with a large primer would seem to 
indicate that no detrimental effect is 
observed with the large primer; 
however, time will tell. 

3) What are the dimensions for the 
6MM Gilman cartridge? What would be 
the best bullet for this cartridge, the 
best twist and barrel length? This car- 
tridge, | believe, is the .224 Weatherby 
necked up to 6MM, but | think the 
shoulder is changed somewhat.

Relating the atmospheric effect to 
case size alone was an error on my 
part. The effect is related to the ratio of 
case capacity and bore size. Logic 
should tell us that a large boiler room 
with a small constricted opening will be 
more affected by external conditions 
than a large boiler room with a large 
unconstricted opening. 

Relating the effect of atmospheric 
conditions on accuracy is not yet a 
science. All we can do is rely on prac- 
tice. It should be obvious to most ex- 
perienced benchrest shooters, just by 
reading the match report, that the 
smaller cases in any given caliber are 
winning the most matches. 

Your second question about primers 
is in the same category. We need to 
study the history to find that the early 
benchrest game 1947 to 1951 was 
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dominated by the .219. Then came the 
.222 and the .219 gradually faded from 
the picture. There are a few still in use, 
but not wining consistently. If the con- 
ditions at Stittsville were anything like 
_their average, primers, case capacity, 
or almost any other variable you can 
think of, would be unanswered 
questions after the shoot. Wind 
bucking loads and wind doping skill 

are the things required at Stittsville. 
| have no data on the 6MM Gilman.

SCOPE BASES 


| believe both scope bases should be 
ON THE BARREL, (eye-relief per- 
mitting, as this would be hard to do on 
a prone gun, unless on a “‘bull-pup” 
style). 

| feel that mounting the scope on the 
receiver is a mistake, because of barrel 
vibrations, barrel heating and receiver 
vibrations, loosening of torque and 
bedding; that the receiver and barrel 
can’t and don’t return to the same 
position (as in the case of the .45 semi 
automatic pistol, in which, due to the 
slide functions, the sights and barrel 
are not pointing to the same area). 

So, if the scope is on the barrel, the 


crosshairs and bullet impact will always 
hit the same spot — independent of ac- 
tion stress. If the scope is on the 
receiver only, | believe this will have the 
same effect as if one scope block was 
on the barrel and the other scope block 
was on the receiver — cross-hairs and 
bullet impact not always the same? 
Please, give this letter the benefit of 

your experience and wisdom and let me 
know your views, time permitting.

Your proposal to have both scope 
bases on the barrel is O.K. in some in- 
stances, but not in others. When the 
bench shooters introduced the Sporter 
Class, many competitors started with 
relatively light 24’’ barrels. When the 
target type recoiling telescopes in use 
then were mounted either on the barrel 
or on the barrel and the front of the 
receiver, friction between the sliding 
scope and the mounts definitely in- 
teracted with the barrel and sometimes 
caused poor accuracy. The term ‘‘poor 
accuracy” should be defined. At that 
time we were getting aggregates just 
under .5 MOA but we were looking for 


.4 MOA and better. Now of course we 
are looking for .3 MOA or better. 

At that time | had a M/40X standard 
weight in 6x47 which required an epoxy 
block between barrel and forend under 
the front scope block in order to come 
anywhere near the magic, at that time, 
4 MOA. 

With the advent of sleeves and epoxy 
barrel bedding and short stiff barrels 
and epoxy receiver bedding and glass 
stocks, the aggregates have been 
reduced to .3 MOA or better. In fact the 
records are now approaching .2 MOA. 
Incidentally, my Light Varmint agg. at 
100 yds. at Johnstown last weekend 
was .232 MOA. This rifle has the barrel 
epoxyed into the forend for about 5” in 
front of the receiver. The scope is 
mounted solid on the front of the 
receiver and on the barrel just in front 
of the epoxy. The Redfield 3200 works 
fine this way. The Lyman Super with a 
sliding tube also works good this way. 
Certainly bench competitors have 
proven that scopes mounted on sleeves 
epoxyed to the receiver shoot well 
enough to win aggregates. 

Any theories we might have on scope 
mounting should be proven in com- 
petition. This has been the practice in 
the past.

This match figured to have been closer but 
apparently Chippewa shooters were hurt by 
vacation schedules while CTBRS Inc. shooters 
were using their August match as a final tune up for 
the Texas State Championship matches. The win 
leaves CTBRS in undisputed first place in the 
National Division while dropping Chippewa into 
2nd place in the American Division. 

Some very extra special congratulations to John 
Yanosey of Englishtown who shot a perfect 250 
score this month and to Mildred Spencer of Chip- 
pewa who did it last month with 9 X’s. John had 12 
X’s with his perfect .250 real fine shooting!!! 

The Englishtown-Denver match is a good exam- 
ple of the prowess of the .308. Not long ago two 
veteran shooters did a statistical check on the 
scoring probabilities of the .308 diameter bullet vs. 
the next truly competitive bore size of .243’’ and 
came up with a nine point advantage in favor of the 
.308. Take the Denver score which was fired 
without a .308, add 45 points for the advantage of 
the .308 and look what a close match it could have 
been. 

While not to quite the same extent, the Holmen- 
Dunham Bay match would have been much closer 
on the same statistical basis favoring the .308 bullet 
diameter. That match was a good one by two of the 
newer clubs in the League and pulled Dunham Bay 
into the win column though the Holmen boys are 
still hurting. Fine efforts by all the shooters and 
some good scoring.

Rifle Shooting. Practically all the shooters | know 
fire the 168 gr. Sierra International Match bullet. It 
seems the most readily available competitive bullet 
and has been for several years. In the areas | am 
familiar with, few of the .308 shooters use full loads 
behind this bullet for 100 yard competition. Most 
will fireform their cases using full loads and then 
go to what is fast becoming a classic reduced 
loading of either 35 grains of 4895 or from 27 to 30 
grains of 3031 powder. With these loads most .308 
rifles have about the same recoil as a .243 and thus 
become much easier to handle. 

When this practice was first begun several years 
ago it caused many of us to take a closer look at 
barrel twist. 14 twist in .308 was established but 
shouldn’t work when the toad was reduced. We 
know now that it does and | know of not less than a 
dozen experimenters who right now are working 
with 15 and 16 twist in .308. 

Having scored Hunter Class targets here con- 
sistently for the past three seasons | can tell by 
looking at the bullet hole who is shooting the softer 
loads. The bullet holes are not as large and this 
becomes even more apparent when the holes are 
plugged with a standard .30 caliber plug. It is also 
apparent that not always is the bullet completely 
stabilized at the 100 yard range with the lighter 
loads and a slight elliptical effect is noticeable. 
Here, where we shoot Hunter at 200 yards | thought 
that most shooters were going to heavier loads at 
200 yards because | noticed a decrease in the ellip- 
tical effect or tipping of the bullet. On questioning 
a number of shooters | found that they were still 
using the lighter loads yet at 200 yards but the 
bullets had settled down or “gone to sleep” 
somewhere beyond 100 yards. 

This information is passed on as food for thought 
and should there be comments we will try to print 
what space will permit in the weeks ahead. It is 
possible that if there is sufficient interest in ex- 
change of data between clubs and among members 
this newsletter could perhaps be distributed in 
limited quantity throughout the off season months 
ahead. How better can we progress and learn than 
by the exchange of experimental data. WHAT DO

APPLICATION 


1. Report from special committee 
for Precision Rifleman or such awards. 

2. Report from special committee 
working to alleviate the burden on 
referees. 

3. Report from special committee 
appointed to rewrite rule book. 

4. Tabled from 1975. Consider 
limited advanced entries for In- 
ternational Championship matches and 
establish a committee to reject any who 
exceed the limit. 

5. Discuss advisability of advance 
registration. 

6. Propose that existing 1|.B.S. 
records stated for 300 meters should be 
adjusted using a multiplying factor of 
.914 in order to record their correst 
minute of angle measurement at: 300 
yards. 

7. Mandate a minimum size, 
minimum number and location for all 
range flags for the 1976 season on a 
trial basis and include as permanent if 
that season offers good results. 

8. All competitor’s rifles will be 
weighed prior to the warm-up match for 
each class and spot-checked at the 
discretion of the referees. The drawing 
for bench at the time of registration will 
not be changed. 

9. Clarify sandbag definition. 

10. Change rule book to allow 
scoring of targets after firing rather 
than after displaying. 

11. Require at least one new referee 
(one who has never served in this 
capacity) to assist in these duties at all 
registered matches. Hopefully this will 
help keep all a little more tolerant of the 
sometimes unpopular duties which are

so necessary to run a successful shoot. 

12. Authorize the Match Schedule 
Chairman to schedule matches for 1976 
and the first 1/3 of 1977. 

13. Match schedule for 1976. 

14. 1.B.S. furnish a standard patch or 
similar award for 100 and 200 yard agg. 
winners at all registered tournaments. 

15. 1.B.S. mandate awards for the 
first three places at each distance fired 
and grand agg. at all |.B.S. and State 
Championship tournaments regardless 
of the number of competitors. 

16. |.B.S. mandate a patch or similar 
award be given to the winner of each 
individual match at all |.B.S., and State 
Championship tournaments regardless 
of the number of competitors. 

17. That prior to the winter meeting 
all directors be mailed a standard form 
with all the proposed items for the 
agenda in which he may cast his vote 
for each item on the agenda. This 
would be done to exercise the right to 
vote by Proxy. 

18. Compile and make available a list 
of all clubs holding registered matches 
with directions to each range. 

19. Review Championship match fee 
limit and take action if necessary. 

20. Consideration of whether an In- 
ternational Championship match for 
Benchrest and Experimental rifles con- 
sist of (5) ten shot matches or (10) ten 
shot matches. 

21. Authorize President to select time 
and place for 1977 Annual Meeting. 

22. Settle all formal protest filed 
since last Annual Meeting. _ 

23. Discuss the advisability of con- 
tinuing 200 and 300 yard matches, in- 


cluding championships. 

24. Consider passage of a percent- 
age of fees or surcharge to be ear- 
marked for paid advertising in general 
news media to advance the cause of 
benchrest shooting. 

25. Consider IBS official recognition 
of 100 and 200 yard Hunter Cham- 
pionship from 1976 on. 

26. Define the toe angle of a stock in 
degrees from a 90 degree line at the 
butt. As it is now written in Part 1, Sec 1 
Para. B-3 it is a rather detailed method 
which would be fine, however two 
things make the system mean- 
ingless — a. the line from the butt 
to a point 18” in front of the bolt to the 
bottom of the barrel. It leaves out the 
barrel size at that point. If you use a 
barrel of smaller dia. than max. you’re 
hurting yourself. b. There is nothing 


* which regulates the length of the butt 


stock. If someone has a short stock the 
angle will be greater than if it is longer. 

27. Allow stocks to be made of any 
material as long as all dimensions are 
in accordance with the rules. 

28. There should be a voting 
representative to the Board of Directors 
from each committee-i.e. HV, LV, SP, 
EXP/HB, HTR. These committees often 
work all year to improve their particular 
class and cannot vote on matters which 
concern their classification. 

29. Re-classify Hunter—Have only 
two categories, Master (modified guns) 
and Marksman, (factory guns). All other 
classes have no special consideration 
for a persons skill and it is felt that 
Hunter should not either. 
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
